The old electrie Hght fght wis unexpect-
edly resorrocied at the spreial councll mest
fng last night. Certdin #pots In the |
eouncllmanic anatomy were irtitated untli the
debate grew eulphurous, and somes membirs |
worked themuelved Into o temper which wilted
thelr collars and furnished ed:fying entertain-
ment to the lobby. It all grew out of an
apparently Inoffensive resolution inteoduced by |
Parker, It provided that all ehecks hela
by the city on necount of eleotrie Hght and
gan bids be returaned to the bidders.

The rezolution was doeftly sandwiched In a |
Jot of routine matters, and at the
digcoversd that It was loaded, It was adopted
without dimonssion, but five minutes later
Elsasner thought he saw n Black shadow In
the wood pile, and moved that the action
by which the resolution wor adopted be re-
conslderad, This was on the ground that
the resolution also the r:turn
of the $600 chock of the Cltizens’ Rlectrie
Light and Power cotipany, which had been
declared forleited becauvse the company had
fefused 1o come in and sign the contract
which had been awarded to it by the council,
Bechel moved to lny the ot on to reconsider
on the table, but this was defeated and the
members  debnted  thomeclves  hoarse on
Elsasser's motion Hasedall made two or |
three Ineolierent  speeches in - which  he |
vagiely accused Wisasser of being 1o some
way & beneficlary In the transaction.

Cahn took the floor to say that there was
no comparison betwesn the Ltwo chses, In
the Pardee case the ecouncll liad refussd t
lot the contract on the lowest bid of $87.50,
1L had rejected all bids and could do nothing
elg» than return the checks. In the present
ense the Citizens' company had been awarded
the contract which it had refused to sign
and the councll hnd been compelled to accept
A consldernbly higher bid, The check had
been wantonly forfelted and ghould be turncd
Into the general fund.

Hascall made another specch and Parker
accused Eisase'r of being o membeér of a
company whieh had tried to hold up the
Wiley company for §$15,000, Then a vote
was taken and the motion to reconsider was
lost by 12 to 6. The $500 check will ae-
coringly be returned.

FIRE DEPARTMENT QUESTION.

The fnancial committee, with Clty Attor-
ney Connell, presented a report In regard to
relnforcing the fire department. It stated
that it would Be Impossible for the city to
purchase three steamers with the funds now
available., It had conferred with the oficiale
of the Waler Works company in regard to
Inoreasing the size of water mains In the
down town districts, and had been assured
that the recelvers would concur in a petition
to the United States court for an order to
enlarge the pipes.

The committee therefore recommended that
ons steamer be purchased and that f It
gliould be assured that the malns would be
enlarged the new councll should be requested
to provide for the purchase of the other two
stoamers, .

An important feature of the report was a
recommendation that until the reinforcement
of the water plpe system was assured no
more money on hydrant rentals should be
puld to the Water Works company.

This provislon was vigorously oppoted by
Hascall, who contended that the water works
company had carrfed out Its contract and
#hould be pald. Wheeler concurred In this
on the ground that in 1880 the council passad
an ordinance which substantially approved
the pipe system as It then existed. To re-
fuse to pay the hydrant rental would result
In the council being cited to appear before
the United States court to show cause.

President Howell took the floor Lo =ay that
It was not alon® a question of ineficlency in
tha fire department, but also a lack of suffi-
ciepey In the water pressare. The gentle-
man from the First had made a number of
asperslons that were entirely uneallid for,
He wae willing to meet the emergency that
undoubtedly existed, but he was averse to
compelling the property owners to expend
$40.000 for new engines when there was no
water with which to run them. He was In
the council to represent the peopla and not
the Amorican Water Works company, and
if thoe rentals were held back for a time Wt
might have a tendency to expedite the plac-
ing of larger malus,

SIX HYDRANTS FOR TRIAL.

After some further debate the objeetlon-
able clause wns struck out, and the report, ay
amended, was adopted.

The city engineer was dirceted to prooure
slx Beaumont fire hydrants on trial. These
are supposed to be more efflelent than those
now in use, as the flow Is not obstructed by
rods and yalves.

He retired about 8
o'clock and yesterday moraing at T7:30 his
friend rapped at his door vo awaken him to
B0 to breakfast. He recelved no response
and opening the door found the rcom full
of gas and Rogers lying on the bed wuncon-
scions. It was discovered that he had partly
turned. off the gus and had then blown it
out. Dre. Towne, Gibba and Spalding were
called, and sithough they worked over him
all day, at a late hour last night he had mot
recovervd consclousness, It is a very peou-
lar case, an the victim of asphyxiation usg-
mlly dies In o short time or recovers com-
sclousness. He s still in a critical condition,
but Dr. Spaldiog stated that he thought he
wonld recover. The young man's home s
about ten miles from Kearney, His parents
were telegraphed for,

be a good place for cases of this kind, A
few nights ago an elderly lady, also fram the
country, was stepping at the next house east
and alto turned the gas lo ber rorm partly
off and then blew It out. When the odor of
the gan became manifest the next morning
M was tranced to hor room. As the door was
lookéd It bacame necessary to find some one
thin encugh to climb through the transom.
An the men of the house were somewhat cor-
pulent, the ne!ghborhood had to be searchsd
and finally o thin man was found, The
womun recovered in o few bours,
